Dear Mr. Mitier: Your committee, appointed by you to attend 
the meeting of the Plains Indians at Sheridan, Wyo., on July 18 
and 19, and to conduct hearings at that time, submits the following 
report of its activities: 

The committee arrived in Sheridan, Wyo., the evening of July 
17, and on Julv 18 attended and participated in the awarding of 
the Freedoms Foundation George Washington Honor Medal to the 
town of Sheridan, Wyo., for its record in breaking down racial preju- 
dice between whites and Indians. 

In order to make this report more complete, and to give details 
of the purpose of Indians meeting in Sheridan, we would say that the 
occasion was the presentation of this public service medal to Sheridan, 
Wyo., and that the Indians from 21 tribes sent delegations to this 
meeting at their own expense. The tribes present are as follows: 

Sioux from North Dakota and South Dakota. 

Associated tribes (Mandans, Arickeras, Gros Ventre) from North 
Dakota. 

Blackfeet, Browning, Mont. 

Gros Ventre-Assiniboines, Fort Belnap, Mont.

Flatheads, Dixon, Mont. 

Kootenais, Nez Perces, Colville Reservation, Nespelem, Wash, 

Nez Perces, Lapwai, Idaho. 

Yakimas, Toppinish, Wash. 

Bannocks and Shoshones, Fort Hall, Idaho. 

Arapahoes and Shoshones, Riverton, Wyo. 

Crows, Mont. 

Cheyennes, Mont. 

Southern Cheyennes, Geary, Okla. 

Southern Arapahoes, Geary, Okla. 

Kiowas (unofficial delegation), Anadarko, Okla. 

Sioux, Fort Peck, Mont. 

The Department of the Interior sent the Henorable Felix Wormser, 
Assistant Secretary, to represent them. 

The committee conducted hearings and listened to the delegates 
and representatives of the different tribes and received resolutions and 
statements from them. 

John Gates, representative of the Black Hills Council of American 
Indians filed his written statement on behalf of his tribe. 
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It is ow feeling that a creat deal of good re sulted from this meeting 


and that the information submitted by the Indians will be of great 
help in the future actions of this committee
